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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application.

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: The method of manufacturing a Mutli-level Flash 
EEPROM Cell. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
inconsistent with the specification. The specification and the drawings disclose the 
formation of the a second control gate (7) sidewall partially overlaps the sidewall of the 
first control gate (5) (see figures 1-2c), but claim 6 disclose the sidewall of the first 
control gate (5) at least partially overlaps a respective sidewall of the second control 
gate (7). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Hartman (US Patent 5,679,970). Hartman disclose forming a tunnel oxide layer (6) over 
a silicon substrate (4); forming a floating gate (8) by depositing a polysilicon layer over 
the tunnel oxide layer; forming a first dielectric layer (12) over the floating gate; forming 
a first control gate (10) by depositing a polysilicon layer over the first dielectric layer; 
forming a second dielectric layer (18) covering the first control gate; forming a second 
control gate (22) by depositing a polysilicon layer over the second dielectric layer; and 
forming a source and a drain in the silicon substrate by ion implantation with a self- 
aligned etching technique (see columns 6 and 7). With regards to claim 6, Hartman 
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disclose the sidewall of the second control gate (22) at least partially overlaps a 
respective sidewall of the first control gate (10) (see figure 2a).
